This work, it should be (‘xplaimwl, 
does not even claim to incliKie (piite all of the best pictures, because in the case of a few artists tlie 
(H)pyright has already passf^d from theii; hands, and c.ommcrcial (‘onsiderations, prejudice on the part 
of owners, or forget In lnr3ss on tlm part of painters, jirevent their works from being includijd, an<l so 
(‘U joyed in tli(j homos wliere they would be welcomed — in homes of London, of (Ireat Rri tain, and 
thi'oughout the Knijiire. Rut the groat majority of the most iinjjortant works iii painting and in 
scul])ture are to bo found in the following pages < the works of A(‘adcmicians, of leading “ outsid(‘rs,” 
and of promising young artists who have sprung lately into notice. Within the covers of this 
volume, therefore, may be seen a fair representation of the Art of England in two of its (*hief sections, 
during tlie p(‘riod that has elapsed since tlie last issue. 

The Art of England. For the present-day art of S(3otland (save that of Scotchmen residing in 
England) is to bo seen but sparsely — practi(*ally not at all — on the w^alLs of the Royal Academy. 
This is a matter iniicb to be regretted, for whether or not it he true (the question nc‘(‘d not bo dis- 
cussed ber(') that the Scottish painters do not conui np to the English Academy standard or view of 
what is right and sound ])aint ing, the fact remains that Avliat would 1x3 to the public a refrosbing and 
int,ert3stiiig school of rertrnits to Rurlington House are as a body absent from the c\bil»ition and, as 
t,o the- iiiajority, unknown to the English public. Residi3s Sir George Reid, worthily represiMited, 
and Mr. 1). Y. Gamoron, who contrilaitos a water-e-olour, not a single one of tlie hand wlio have made 
lh(3 Scottish school faiiKuis abroad and wel<3ome at every Salon and every international exliihitioii on 
the (k)ntineiit is to 1x3 seen in the present Royal 'Academy exhibition. The iiaiihiS of Josepli ( Vaw- 
‘ hall, James RaUTson, E. A. Walton, George iFonry, A. K. Rrown, Millie Dow, Mai^aiilay Stevenson, 
Alexander li(xdie, Robert Noble, Harrington Mann, John Lavery, William Hole, J. E. Christ io, E. A, 
llornel, and Sir James Guthrie — I take them at random— are every one absent ; wliih' thi'ir com- 
pat riots of an older, and as they believe a more tliorougb school -Messrs. Peter Graham, MacAVliirtcr, 
Orcliardson, Macb(‘th, Farqiiharson, Murray, and Hunter are all in tht^ Academy, and yet have not. 
succeeded in persuading their (Colleagues to extend hos]>itality to their brethren of th(3 Nortli 
and iiitrodu<'3(3 novelty, even tln^ugh acconipani(5d by occasional eccentricity, to a curious and 
intor(‘st(Ml public, 'fill tli(‘n it will be beli(3vcd that the motto, “Art speaks the language of all th(» 
world,” is no ](3iiger tru(‘, hut that art has coiiU3 to speak in and in dialects, and that, the Scottish 

voice and S(;ottish accent are no longer liked and should ho. no longer Inward by Southe rn ears. It is 
a pity, I’or these pages would otherwise lie enlivened by a series ol' vigorous paintings which ar(3 now 
reserved for other exhibitions. 

Rut neither has the English school stood still. In portraiture, subject, pictures, landscapes, sc'a- 
paiiitings, iu all sections w(3 find works that maintain Urn general level a-ud, as a matter of hiet, raise 
it Ix'yond its usual mark. It is true that. Umtc are few pictures of such outstanding merit 
in imagination and execution that they divide amongst themsiJvcs the attention of the jinhlic 
that k)ve to appraise the Academy by its sensations, and to measure its sinrccss by the crowds that 
gather and jaisn around individual pictures. The year is one in Avhich the improved level of g(3neral 
execution allows of a truer judgment and of a fixing estimate and examination of the whole ; and those 
who can apprecijjjte the (pilility of the work, realising how much mor(‘ important, a. ([uestion this is 
‘than that of “ amusoincnt-at-first-sight,” will pass through the galleries, or turn the loaves of this 
• ret'.6rd, with satisfaction. 

Tlie “ ideas ” arc not many, perhajis ; the subjects do not stir us with their fan<3y, t,h(3ir sensation, 
their humour, they did som(3 years ago ; hut tliat is the fashion of the day. Tlie word has long 
gone round and hiis boon conimittoa to memory, that a subject is litt3raTy,” and that to be 
literary in painting is to lac^k lasto and proper artistic perception, 'I'ho whole theory has been 
inisuinTbrstood, partly by paiiiters and groutly by educated collectors, who no longeivask for moving 
subjects for fear of betray mg ’an inditVorcncc to “values” and an imappreciation of “tones.” Ana 
yet) even as I write, it has been announced tjiat several of the most attractive “subjects” in the 
Academy have found purchasers after all. So that there is hope for those who would exercise 
their imaginations in the thoughts and deeds thoy^ would jmt on canvas, as avcIJ as in the com- 
position, arrangement, handling, and technique which the critic who is also ahiateur painter is 
40r<ffor preaching.

'Afl we ])aRs round the Royal Academy to-«lay we find portraits, fine in character, cxpreasiver 
and natural in pose, lifelike in rendering, scholarly rtkI skilful in modelling and colouring, whi^i 
are ndt unworthy of the reputation of the British painter, even though in the aggregate they itju* 
not this year so striking as last. We have landscapes wliich may oiler few " surprises, yet whifm 
refioct will) breadth and tenderness the love in the British soul for every aspect and riuniour of 
nature. Throe artists — all “outsiders" — have made their mark in the record of the year: Mr. 
Adrian Stokes, with a fresh and modern renresentation, exejuisitely felt (in tempera, by the way), 
<^f landscape in Alpine heights; Mr. David h^njiiharsoii, with one of the best and most subtle 
snow pictures that have ever graced the walls of the Academy ; and Mr. Aimioiiier with a masterly 
rendering oi* flat English laud, with singular sense of breadth and, as it were, of gentle force. 

There is no need to speak in any detail of the subject jncturos, the iiiarines, the animal 
pictures, save generally to say that, in technical quality they show in the aggregate a higher degree 
of subtl(‘ty and of executive aliility. As usual, had pictures disfigure the walls ; they are not 
wholly absent from these pages, luit. their proportion is happily lower than in the past.. The 
sculpture, whicli includes no work of great size or importance, is also to be appraised most for the 
auulitios of delicacy, good drawing, and subtle moaelling, with little aim at the grandeur and 
trio n(»blo which the marble and the bronze sliould inspire. Mr. (Wtoifs “Spring-Tide of Jafe " 
is an exquisite group, but it has sufi'ered somewhat in the carving, seeming to have acquired 
a curiously Itujian savour which the plaster did not possess. Yet when we refluent what was 
the technical IcvelVif this gallery twenty years ago, and what it is to-day, we have every reason to 
congratulale ourselves on the improvement manifested by the younger scliool. So much the Kuyal 
Academy establishes ; and it clearly ])roclaims this year as well its eternal opposition to the swift 
handling of one section of the modern school : —

(hifioY IN PoNTHlEU, 2 Gth Auuust, (2>* 21). Ihj Eyre. Croire, AJIA, (Titles in the 

official catalogue altered to “ The Windmill of (>r<'cy," and the explanatory lines : “ On 
August 26th, JJl+6, on which day was fought the Battle of Crec.y, it is stated that; — 

‘ Lo roi d’Anghderre (Edouard III) qui bo tonait jdus amoiit Nur la nutlto d’lin inoulin li vent ])our avoir uido.’ — 
FroiBHai't’a ‘ UhronicleM.’ ’’ 

It will be doubled if Mr. Eyre Crowe is right in his mechanical facts. He is right in not 
giving a movable cap to his windmill, which was not at that time invented by the Dutch, but 
he sfiould then have made provision for liis mill to bo floated on water — the first device for 
directing the sails to the direction of the wind — or to bo turned, <as a whole*, on a pivot, the 
(rorman arrangement. A stone building could not bo so treated. At the time of (^Vecy the lords 
of t he land claimed the winds passiiig over thi'ir borders as their “ projierty," ami windmills 
could only be erected witli their permission. 

(tHIselda (p. 22). By Georeje W. Joy. (Title in tlic official catalogue altered to “Flower 
of AA'ifely Patience.") — (jfrisolda is represented at the time when, at the third brutal “ test'^' of 
her lord, Walter, Marquess of Saluzzo, the lady was divorced, ordered to put off* her royal robes, 
and seTit back to her mother. And finally, in corapon.satiori of all these years of mental anguish 
— ravished (d* lier children, and villainously ])ers(^cuted by her husband — “her j)atiencc anc^, 
submission rcjccivcd their full reward," which consisted in tlie treatment which was her duo at 
the outset. According to Dryden, the story was invented by Petrarch, who presented it to 
Boccaccio, from whom (/haucer liad it. The great (bckiioy poet wove it into “The Clerk's Tale" 
during the great pilgrimage; and it is tlmt })oem which Jtr. Joy's picture illustrates: — 

“And lioro again yonr clothing 1 rostore, 

And oko your woddiog-riug for ovennore.” 

The riiijsf is represented on the victiin’s finger; the royal trappiifgs are beside her; and the 
expression of submission and resignation in nice and attitude is well and pathcticajjy suggested. 

Alain thiAiiTiEii (p. 40). % E. iewAflm.— Margaret of Scotland, Dauphmo of 

France, wo are told, one day discovered Alain Chartior, the poet, asleep. In the presence of her 
attendants she stooped and kissed his lips, saying she had kissed not the man, but the mouth — 
“qui avail pronone.e de si belles clioses Sbfeaiise they had uttered such beautiful thjpgs. 
Marguerite, the first wife of King Louis XI of Franco, was the daughter of King James 1 of

Scotland, and died at the age of twenty-six, having passed a miserable life with the (legiront 
]jkiuphin. JJn6 of the most notable men at the Court of France was tliis Alain Chartier, wlio, 
-jpilttiough he was not blessed with beauty, was a great favourite with the CVmrt ladies, l>y yeasi)n 
ol^ his poetry and his ready wit. A touch of drama is added to the s(^ouo l>y the presence of 



employed as ambassador by his masters. lie was dubbed ''the father of French eloquence/’ and 
was held to be the HnTjst speaker of his time. His “C'orial” and “Treatise on Ifo[>e*’ are 
among his best works; his verses are not on so high a level.

“Prospero Summoning Nymphs and Deities” (pyx 60, 1:^7). By JInheri i)rup^r.— Tho artist's 
graceful design for the ceiling for tho Livery Hall of the Drapers’ Company deals with “ Tho Tempest,” 
Act IV, Scone 1, when Prospero entertains Ferdinand and Miranda with an exhibition of his ])owcrs. 
The nude figure, holding a flower aloft, is doubtless intended for Iris; she with a bubble is a Naiad : 
tind t^eres holds tho scythe, accompanied by fluno. 

Y(.)X Humana: “Hear, Nature, hear! dear Goddess, hear!” (p. 03). — The subject of this 
allegory, clearly enough expressed, is Humanity at tho feet of Natun^ apiietiling for Love. It is 
iutondod to symbolise the ovcrwlielming desire within us, whatever the rank, age, sex, or eircumstanec, 
for the supremo gift, that “one toueli ” that proves the kinship of the world m s])i(c of social cross- 
currents. Tho types. in the picture explain themselves, and naturally do not ekiiin novelty; wo 
have had them m Mr. Watts's “tkairt of Death,” and in other pictures before that. The bride 
flings licrsclf at Nature’s feet (Marriage without Love): the king demands liis share; for it the 
beggar-maid pleads; the rich man ofters his gold; the musician finds his lute dumb without 
it; tho warrior, whoso shadow is east across tho fair form of Nature, clamours for it; the judge 
argues, and the widow still desires it. Only one declines it--tho (Cistercian monk, the typo of 
a system which tho artist protests is false in ideal and mischievous in practice. 

The Prodigai. Daughter(p. 103). By Ihv Hon. Jolni Collirr.—ll has been asked whether in 
this picture of tho daughter proud and defiant, standing with her hand upon the door handle of the 
room, wherein tho worthy old eouplo stare at her in startled anxiety — whether tho heroine of tlie 
drama is4eaving her home or returning to it. The, girl has returned, covered with jewels, clad in fine 
attife, hardened in heart, shameless still in soul. 1 iic artist’s intention has boon to draw a distinction 
between the Prodigal Son who returns wretched, tattered, and rej^entant, and the Prodigal Daughter 
of to-day, whoso feiniiiiuo heart, once abandoned and wholly corrupt, knows no redemption, but glories 
in sin, and is ccmscious only of enjoyment as to tho past, and as to the future persistence in tho lost 
path on which she has entered. 

Rosamond (n. 106). By Klmnor ForUmic yiricMdc.— The fair Rosamond stands apprehensively 
in the security other labyrinth at Woodstock, as her lover, Henry II, loaves her, and on tho spur of 
his mailed foot^as ho departs (seen at the bottom of the doorway on the left), carries oft’ her reu wool 
which is to give the clue to the revengeful and nmnlcrous, yet not unjustly indignant, Queen Eleanor. 
“ The (^iiecri,” we are told, “ came to her by a clew of thredde, and so dealt with her that she lived not 
long after. She was buried atUlodstow, in a house of nunnes, with tliose verses upon her tombe : 

“ Hie jaeot in lurnha Rosa niundi,^Tion Rosa mnnda ; 

Non redolct, 8ed<?let, ih um redolcro solot. 

(Hero Rose the Oracod, not Rose tho (.’hasb*, roposoe; 

The flcent that rises is no scout of roses)." 

So Dr. Browor, in his Reader’s Handbook, who adds Pynson’s commentary that the frail fair was by 
the’Tiing “ for hir great© bewtye cleped Rosa a Mounde, that is to say, Rose of the world.”

— The angel who “looked at*' tiie saint is suppos^l, 
according to the legend, to have fallen m love with her by virtue of her music upon the organ sue had 
invented, and each night brought lier roses from raradise. The artist shows her wearing two of these 
in her hair. As Longfellow has it in “ The Golden Legend :** 

“Thou Hocm'nt. to me like the aii^ol 
I'hat broupfht the immoiiiil tohoh 
T o St. (?eeiiia*H bridiil chamher ” — 

wlicro her husband saw, too, the heavenly visitor, and shared with the saint the crown of martyrdom.

That 
cited belongs, of course^, to the opening of A(‘t III, Scene VI, 'of “ Cyinboriiie,” and the quotation d(n\Is 
with lines 24 — 2(>, when Imogen takes refuge in the cave on her way to Milford. Imogen is not 
generally represented in art in such scanty “ lK)y*s clothing.” She is usually provided with hos(‘ which 
were thi*n worn by middle-class boys. On the other hand, soldiers and peasants wore no hose. 

CAiiTjfAOE, ii.f:. 149: “And the Women cirr off their lonc; Hath to stiuno the Bows” 
{}K 15:1). By ^l. (/. Lucchesi — When Rome, echoing (-ato’s words, “ Ihdnida ed Citrihayo !** sent their 
army under Scipio to destroy utterly the capital of Africa, and so crown the tliird runic; War with the 
disappearance of their faithless rivals, so terrible a siege was laid to the doomed city that out of 
700, ()()() inhabitants ^prily 50,000 survived to the remorseless coiujuerors. The heroism ol the defenders 
has never been called in question, and the devotion of the women, here celebrated by the sculptor, 
help(;d to prolong resistance. 

Medal {jk 15:1). By W. iUmomhe John, /I. K. A.— The modal of Lywolyn ap Grutiyd com- 
memorates the last native Prince of Wales. The reverse shows the crest of Snowdon (Ly welyn was 
Lord of Snowdonia) with a spray of mountain-ash and a singing nightingale, to symbolise “ The; Land 
of Mountain and Song.” The lines on the obverse arc from a 13th century eulogistic poem to the 
Prince. 

The Stuiuendek of Capua, 210 n.u. Passini; round the Poisoned Cup (p. ICO). By Thomm 
R. Bpnice . — After the battle of (^aniuc, (.'apuii hiid revolted from Rome to Hannibal, and had to stand 
the siege of its former lords. Hannibal hastened to its relief, but although to divert the besieging army 
be advanced to the v(;ry walls of Rome, tlie troops outside Capua remained firmly at their posts. 
Hannibal luifl to retire and leave Ca})ua to her fate ; she fell in 211 R.o., and Rome took a terrible 
revenge; for lier desertion to the (Carthaginian, so tcirrible that she never recovered her former 
j)rosperity. Knowing what was in store for them, many of the senators had banqueted together 
previous to the surrender of the city, and afterwards liad pa.ssed round the poisoned cup. Then the 
Romans broke in and sc.ourged and beheaded all the senators who, Jess courageous than the others, 
still survivtal ; only two persons arc said to have escaped— one a man who had secretly succoured 
and luiped soim; Roman prisoners, and the other a woman who had prayed for the defeat of the 
traitors and the foreigners.
